EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Cancel non-elected claims 13-19 (non-elected without traverse in the paper filed 
September 10, 2007, there being no allowable generic or linking claim). 

Insert "transistor" between "transferring thin film" and "for outputting" in line 5 of 
claim 11. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-6, 7, 9-12 and 20-23 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations which the Applicant claims in claims 1 and 7 in a manner which 
would warrant a rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102 or 35 U.S.C. § 103. 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited prior art so as to satisfy the combination of the present 
independent claims 1 and 7; especially, the prior art does not provide a photoelectric 
converter wherein an electrode of the sensor element covers each channel region of the 
plurality of thin film transistors, and each of the plurality of thin film transistors is

constituted by a respective further plurality of thin film transistors which are connected in 
series with one another as recited in claim 1 or a radiation image pickup device 
comprising an electrode of the sensor element covers each channel region of the 
plurality of thin film transistors, and each of the plurality of thin film transistors is 
constituted by respective further plurality of thin film transistors which are connected in 
series with one another as recited in claim 7.
